AMENDMENT  TO  RULES  AND  REGULATIONS  OF  THE  SECRETARY  OF  AGRICULTURE 
FOR  CARRYING  OUT    THE  PROVISIONS  OF  THE  STANDARD  CONTAINER  ACT  OF  1928 

By  virtue  of  the  authority  vested    in  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture 
by  an.  act  of  Congress  entitled,   "An  act  to  fix  standards  for  hampers, 
round  stave  baskets  and  splint  baskets  for  fruits  and  vegetables,  and 
for  other  purposes,"  approved  May     21,   1928  (45  Stat.   685),   I,  Henry  A. 
Wallace.   Secretary  of  Agriculture,   do  make,  prescribe,   and  give  public 
notice  of  the  amendments  as  herein  set  forth  to  the  general  rules  and 
regulations  of  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  which  were  issued  and  effec- 
tive under  said  act  on  the  10th  day  of  October,  1928. 

Effective  on  and  after  the  1st  day  of  June,  1933,  regulation  1, 
section  2,  paragraph  4  is  amended  by  revoking  the  said  paragraph  and 
in  lieu  thereof  inserting  the  following: 

Reg.   I       Sec.   2.      Par.   4.     Hamper.      A  container,   circular,  el- 
liptical,  or  polygonal  at  top  and/or  bottom,   the  top  diameter  of  which 
is  somewhat  greater  than     the  bottom  and  usually  less  than  the  depth, 
having  slatted  or  solid  sides  ventilated  or  non-ventilated,  and  a  fab- 
ricated or  solid  bottom  which  may  be  loose  or  fixed  in  place,  or  formed 
by  a  continuation  of  the  sides. 

Regulation  1,  section  2,  paragraph  6  is  amended  by  revoking  the 
said  paragraph  and  in  lieu  thereof  inserting  the  following: 

Reg.    1.    Sec.    2.    Par.    6.    Round  Stave  Basket.     A  container  usu- 
ally approximately  circular  at  top  and  bottom  and  usually  of  greater 
breadth  than  depth,    the  sides  and  bottom  of  which  may  be  formed  from  a 
web  of  continuous  or  non-continuous  staves  or  of  non-continuous  staves 
and  a  separate  solid  or  built-up  bottom  piece  which  may  be  loose  or  fixed.
